1. Motiejus: In today’s programme we gonna talk about the history of one of the 
most important bands in music history: The Beatles!

2. Motiejus: What a band! Formed by John Lennon, Paul McCartney, George 
Harrison and Ringo Starr, The Beatles started their career in 1960, working in 
some clubs in Germany and England. One of the interesting things about their 
early history is that in 1962 they were rejected by Decca Records, 
discography company that said that they were too simple to conform its 
company. Wow! What a decision, years later the band really succeed and 
this decision was considered as the major error in music industry.

3. Motiejus: In 1963 they released Please Please Me, the beginning of their 
creative career. From this moment on, they gained too much popularity 
because of their attractive music for young audiences and also, they 
generated some controversy because of some attitudes that at that time were 
not acceptable. For instance, John Lennon declared that the band was more 
famous than Jesus, what really angered Christian community in America, to 
the point of making them burn the band’s CDs.

4. Motiejus: Well, I think even Jesus would’ve liked The Beatles. After the 
release of Please Please Me, The Beatles launched almost annually one 



album or even two, as they were a great source of money for their 
discography company: EMI Records. 

5. Motiejus:Some albums such as With The Beatles, A Hard Day’s Night, 
Help... were released later on. Then, Rubber Soul and Revolver were 
launched and, unlike the previous ones, these were more experimental and 
progressive. They embodied new chords progressions, new forms of 
composing melodies, incorporation of new instruments like the sitarand lyrics 
turned to be deeper...

6. Motiejus: But, the great step came with the release of the following album, 
which is considered as one of the most influential and important CDs in rock 
music: Sargent Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Club Band, one of the first conceptual 
albums because here songs are connected, in contrast with what happened 
years before. Paul McCartney was the architect behind the idea of the album, 
which basically consisted on creating a alter ego band and leaving behind 
those young boys that wrote, relatively, simple songs about love, becoming 
monsters of music. 

7. Motiejus: Most of you know the CD cover, in which important historical 
figures are here such as Karl Marx, Marilyn Monroe, Bob Dylan and many 
more... John Lennon, at first, wanted to include Jesus and Hitler as well, but 
they declined the idea because of the controversy it would cause. From the 
moment the album was released, the group decided to stop touring because 
the beatlemania, which then was a big phenomenous, seriously affected the 
members of the group. As a fun fact, some songs such as Lucy In The Sky 
With Diamonds and A Day In The Life were banned by the BBC because they 
contained drug and sexual references. It was the first CD that also included 
the lyrics behind the disc. 

8. Motiejus: And well, there are many more things to speak about The Beatles.
